The Canals: Business Methods or Political 
Methods ? 


The people of the State of New York at the recent 
election showed their interest in and partiality for the 
State canals, by giving the canal amendment providing 
for their extensive improvement, an overwhelming major- 
ity. This was attained notwithstanding the fact that one 
of the leading political parties repudiated all the amend- 
ments. This intelligent discrimination by the people 
should be borne in mind by Governor-elect Morton and 
the party soon to be in control. 

The canals lifted this city and State from a position of 
inferior importance in population, commerce, manufac- 
tures and wealth to that of first in the country. The 
canals are to-day of as much importance as ever before in 
retaining our preeminence; indeed they are essential to 
the preservation of our supremacy. 

It requires but little investigation to ascertain that, 
without the canals, the railroads would be unable to hold 
the trade and commerce to New York, or sustain our 
manufacturing interests, which have made it what it is, 
and upon which it now thrives. Without the canals in 
summer, the preponderating volume of trade that is at- 
tracted to this city and through this State by the cheap 
transportation they afford, would be divided among the 
competing cities of Philadelphia, Baltimore, Newport 
News and Boston, as it is now divided during the winter 
months when our canals are closed. 

Should this trade be so divided,—and without the canals, 
nothing could prevent such division,—our city would in 
that respect sink in importance in relation to her com- 
petitors more favored by cheaper railroad transportation. 

‘This emphasizes the importance of placing our canals 
under a thorough business management, that would com- 
pare favorably with the methods of managing our great 
railroads—a purely business management as distinguished 
from that which has been too much in evidence of late, 

z.: the political. 

The office of Superintendent of Public Works is one of 
the most important in its relation to the greatest commer- 
cial factor within the State—the canals. It is a position 
that should be filled upon considerations of fitness only, 
ard no man regarding whose personal qualifications there 
is the slightest doubt should be named. ‘The commercial 
organizations of the State, and business interests, and es- 
pecially those which for many years past have been known 
as the active friends of the canals, should be consulted 
before any man is named. Governor Morton will fail to 
give satisfaction to the great mass of the people of this 
State, if in consultation with one or more of the political 
leaders he shall decide upon a man to fill this important 
office. We do not wish to take the position of advising 
the Governor-elect, but, it seems to us that if he desires 
to find the best man he will place himself in communica- 
tion with the commercial organizations, and especially with 
friends of the canal, the Canal Union, which represents 
all the commercial bodies, and after full hearing, decide 
this matter, and not until then. 

This freight question is certainly one in which the 
Hardwareman has an interest. 


The Bicycie Season Just at Hand. 


It is hardly necessary to make an apology for the con- 
siderable bicycle information contained in this issue. It 
is at this season of the year that the bicycle manufacturers 
are making their announcements for the coming season, 
and as this line of goods has becomea prominent and per- 
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manent one in the Hardware trade, we feel it our duty, as 
an exponent of that trade, to lay before our readers such 
information bearing upon the prospects and prices of 1895 
as may be possible. The manufacturers have been very 
prompt and courteous in extending us all the information 
which they were prepared to give the trade, and in this 
issue, and in those just preceding, we feel that the main 
portion of the field has been thoroughly covered. Other 
and later announcements, however, will appear from time 
to time. It is hardly necessary for us at this late date to 
make further argument to show the Hardwareman that it 
is to his advantage to secure a line of bicycles at as early 
a date as possible, and to identify himself with that trade 
before independent houses have taken possession of his 
legitimate territory. All that is necessary to prove the 
truth of this assertion, is to cite the example of hundreds 
of Hardwaremen in all parts of the country, who have 
proven the advantages to be derived from this line of 
trade. It is not necessary that the dealer should be lo- 
cated in a city, or even in the large country towns, to 
make sure of a steady sale in this line of goods. 

A curious illustrative fact recently came into the pos- 
session of the writer of this. In asmall country town, in 
an out-of-the-way corner of Ohio, he found sixty or more 
wheels in constant use, the greater portion of them hay- 
ing been purchased from a local Hardwareman in that vi- 
cinity. Inaddition to the first sale of the wheel itself, 
this dealer was constantly selling bicycle parts, lanterns, 
package carriers, wrenches, etc., and confessed that he had 
made more during the year from the sale of that line of 
goods, than from his entire old-time Hardware trade. 

This fact speaks volumes, and is an argument to which 
there is no answer. It also illustrates in some faint de- 
gree, the hold the bicycles have taken upon the American 
public, and isa guarantee of its permanency. Multiply 
that little country town by the hundreds of thousands of 
such towns in the United States, and we have an answer 
to that recurring question, “ Where do all the Bicycles 
go to?” 


Elsewhere in this issue mention is made of the fact that 
preparations are already in hand for the Annual Dinner 
of the Hardware trade, which will be held some time in 
the early days of 1895. It will be remembered that the 
dinner of 1894 was very properly omitted because of the 
hard times which were then existing, and it should be now 
the ambition of the trade to make the present dinner so 
successful, that it will partake not only of the character 
of a general reunion of the trade, but also a feast of 
thanksgiving for the better times which are at hand, and 
which already are brightening the holiday season of the 
year.

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National Convention of Manufacturers.

The Uses of Aluminum. 


EDITOR HARDWARE: There has been so much said and 
written about aluminum recently, that one would think the 
subject well-nigh exhausted ; yet, perhaps, from a manufactur- 
ing standpoint no metal just now deserves more notice than it, 
especially when we take into account the fact that it ranks first 
among metals in quantity and extent of distribution, one- 
twelfth of the earth’s crust being composed thereof. It is te- 
nacious, malleable, ductile, and does not readily oxidize. It is 
certainly worthy of attention, when we take into considera- 
tion the diverse, as well as the diametrically opposite, ways into 
which it can be manufactured, Like iron, it can be made into 
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many useful cooking utensils, such as coffee pots, saucepans, 
dishpans and a number of others‘of a similar nature. Things 
of this character made from aluminum have many advantages, 
some of which are that the metal is entirely free from poison; 
the food cooks quickly without burning, and the utensils are 
very light, aluminum being nearly three times lighter than iron 
and three and a half times lighter than copper. There are a 
few things that attack it, but which are not met with in cook- 
ing ; Caustic alkalies consume aluminum rapidly, muriatic acid 
slowly, and nitric acid only at a high temperature. The Hard- 
ware merchant not only keeps the above ware, but can sell you 
hinges, bells, keys, locks, bolts and many things in the elec- 
trical line. 

Then again, like gold and silver, it is worked into many 
things that are ornamental, for at any jeweler’s can be seen 
napkin-rings, watch-chains, match-safes, stick-pins, hair-pins, 
toothpicks, lockets with stones set in them, and a hundred and 
one other trinkets, too numerousto mention. The optician uses 
it in many ways, especially in the making of opera-glasses, and 
even the painter has a powder which, when mixed, gives a sil- 
ver-like lustre. 

Owing to its lightness, the dentist uses it to take the place 
of gold in making the plates for artificial teeth and in the cap- 
ping of teeth. One of the finest alloys is aluminum bronze, 
which has the color of gold and is eapable of taking a high pol- 
ish; it has the tenacity of steel, and from which very fine cast- 
ings can be made, and is composed of ninety per cent. copper 
and ten per cent.aluminum. Many military accoutrements are 
made from it, owing to lightness and strength. So it can be 
readily seen that while, at the present time, aluminum is used 
by such businesses as are not closely connected, yet as its pro- 
duction is gradually being diminished in the way of cost, so 
its benefits are being just so gradually recognized by others 
who, but a short time before, could see no good in aluminum 
from a commercial basis. W. A. M.

THE PROGRESS OF A CLERK WHO WAS NOT AFRAID OF WORK. 

I began my second year with my employer feeling well to- 
wards me, but with the envy of the older clerk against me. 
Harry had been two years longer with Mr. Ely than I had, and 
had always been the favorite, but he thought he saw in me a 
rival, and he began to show his ill will against me in number- 
less little ways. WhenT first came to the store Mr. Ely had 
said that I was to obey Harry, and he consequently had the 
power to annoy me as much as he wished. Of course I un- 
derstood that we were ina great measure in competition for the 
same end, and it was impossible that two ambitious boys could 
be anything else. We both had our ways to make in life, 
and we both saw that the first step was to win favor with 
Mr. Ely. 

In every store where there are two or more clerks, it is in- 
evitable that there should be some clashing among them, but 
the moment one turns from his legitimate work to try to dam- 
age a competing clerk, just that moment he begins to fall out 
of the race. 

I determined to have no quarrels and make no complaints, 
but I was bound to go on my own way and trust to faith for 
the end. I was anxious to learn bookkeeping, but Harry 
kept me away from the books as much as he could. Just as 
sure as I went to the desk he called me to do something in the 
store. But where there is a willthere isa way. One day there 
was but little doing in the store, and Mr. Ely was doing noth- 
ing, so ] went up to him and asked if he was willing that I 
should look over the books so as to learn bookkeeping. He 
said he was not only willing but glad to have me, and if I 
wanted any help he would give it to me. 

The lesson he gave me that day is still fresh in my mind, and 
I have used it a great many times with my own clerks. 

Turning to a book on the desk, he said: ‘“ This. Mark, is 
my day-book—in it are recorded the transactions of each day, 
just as they happened ; you see here is the bill sold Mrs. Smith, 
there is the one sold Brown, and so on; this is the most im- 
portant book in thestore. If I should sue a customer this 
would be the book to take to court; this is what is called the 
Original entry. All the other books are copied from this, and 
hence are liable to mistakes being made, but here is the entry 
made while the transaction is fresh, and to the correctness of 
this men are usually willing to swear. Now if there was no 
other book but this it would make it a tedious task to gather 
together a man’s bills, supposing he had a long account; you 
would have to begin at the beginning of the book and scan 
each page closely to find every item against him, and you would 
have to go through this work every time you wanted to see 
how much his account was. So we have ledgers—here is mine. 
I take a page and head it John Smith, say; then I look through 
the day-book from the beginning, and whenever I find a bill 
against Smith I write the amount here—‘ posting’ we call it— 
until I have all the bills against him on this page here. Then 
if he wants to pay, or I want to see how much he owes me, I 
have only toturn to this page and foot upthe bills. These 
two books are all that are absolutely necessary to carry on 
business, but no merchant feels like taking in and paying out 
money without having a special cash account; this may be in 
the ledger or in a separate book; here is my cash book; on 
one page is the cash we get in, on the other the cash paid out; 
footing up these two pages and subtracting one from the other 
shows the amount of cash on hand. If I didn’t have this cash 
book when anyone paid mel would have tocredit him the 
amount on the day-book, but instead of that I credit it here 
and then post direct from the cash book to the ledger. In 
keeping books by single entry as I do these three are all I need ; 
they show me what I buy and sell, how much 1 owe and what 
is due to me, and this is all I want of books. There is no se- 
cret about them, and I advise you to get the run of them 
early.” 

I needed no second urging; I sat down to the books and 
Studied them and followed the entries and postings until I got 
the hang of it. Those of us who are old at the business and 
who handle a set of double entry books as easily as we recite 
the multiplication table have forgotten how much of glory 
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there is to a boy in mastering so simple a thing as single entry 
bookkeeping, but it is one of the many steps made between 
boyhood and business. : 

Soon after this I gained another step in life. One morning, 
in sweeping out the store, I found a twenty-dollar bill under 
the stool before the dress goods counter. My first move was 
to call out to Harry, but ke wasn’t down yet. I put it in my 
pocket and went on sweeping. No sooner was it snugly in my 
pocket than something began to tempt meto keep it and say 
nothing; whoever had lost it would not know whether they 
had lost it in our store or not, and of course if I said I had 
not found such a bill they would go looking elsewhere for it. 
I wanted some new clothes the worst way; three or four of my 
cronies had lately come out in new suits and I wanted to look 
as well as they did, but mother had need of the money and 
could not get me any clothes just then, and there was a book 
just out I especially wanted to get, for I was a lover of books, 
but no means of gratifying my taste; I could see a score 
of ways where I could spena the twenty dollars to advantage 
and no one be any the wiser. But there was another side. 
Would it be right? Just then Mr. Ely came in and without 
waiting a moment I pulled the bill out of my pocket and gave 
it to him, telling him where I had found it. I was happier the 
moment it was out of my hands. 

“We will hear from it,” said he, and it was not long till Mrs. 
May came in and claimed it. Mr. May was the leading lawyer 
of the town and a brother-in-law of Mrs. Ely’s. Mr. May was 
very gracious to me and offered me two dollars, which, how- 
ever, I refused to accept. Somehow I fancied afterthe wicked 
thoughts the money put in my head I would be pur.ishing my- 
self properly not to accept any reward. But a few days after- 
wards Mr. May left a package in the store for me, and in that 
were two volumes giving the autobiography of Benjamin 
Franklin, and a note to me saying Mr. Ely had said I was fond 
of books and that he and Mrs. May would be glad if I used 
his library freely. There may be boys who read this that think 
this latter offer was not of much consequence, but I did not 
think so. I was anxious to educate myself and delighted to 
read, and I look back to that library as being one of the im- 
portant stepping stones in my life. 


A Straw Stove. 


Information comes from the far West that much suffering 
from cold may be averted by the knowledge of how toconstruct 
such a stove as is used largely in Dakota. The stove saves the 
purchasing of fuel, and can be used in any district where straw 
or hay is plentiful. The device can be made by any tinsmith. 
A drum is constructed of sheet or stove-pipe iron, two feet in 
diameter and four feet, or more, high. This is placed on a 
stand, which may be roughly and inexpensively made, with a 
top of sheet iron, rimmed to hold the drum in place. The legs 
are of hoopiron riveted. The top of the stove is cone-shaped, 
sliding into the stove-pipe just tightly enough to insure the 
carrying away of the smoke, and yet to enable the drum to be 
removed for the purpose of emptying and replenishing. The 
draught is a hole at the lower part of the drum, with a sliding 
door by which the draught can be regulated. The drum should 
be filled with straw, hay or any material of like nature, and the 
fire is started at the top. One filling will last about six hours. 
The introduction of this stove into Dakota is said to have been 
a veritable godsend, and it is so cheaply and easily made that 
there is nothing to prevent its use in many districts throughout 
the country where the price of coal is too high for slender 
purses. 


Information comes from Pittsburg, Pa., that the Pittsburg 
Reduction Co. will begin making aluminum for the market in 
their new plant on or about January Ist. The company have 
been steadily at work fitting up huge buildings with the nec- 
essary machinery, including a great crane of ten tons capacity 
and a fifty foot span, which will be operated by hand and can 
be worked remarkably easy.

Leather Belts. 


‘“No one using leather belts can afford to be indifferent t 
their care. There is a certain amount of elasticity in all goo 
leather belting, but time and continued hard work seem to de- 
stroy or at least weaken its power. Then comes the question 
whether it 1s better to simply tighten the belt or use some form 
of dressing. Experience of many very practical observers seems 
to favor the use of a good dressing, as tightening the belt 
Strains it and calls for more engine power. A dynamo engi- 
neer who is transmitting 60-65 H.P. with a 50 foot link belt 
8 inches wide, running from a 72 inch pulley on driving shaft 
to a 13 inch pulley on dynamo, claims the freedom from jump. 
ing and flickering of the lights is due entirely to the belt dress- 
ing used and that tightening never helped. The superintend- 
ent of a large printing establishment has an 18 inch main belt 
now running its eighth year which has never been taken up, 
and it would be extremely hard to convince him that the dress- 
ing used does not preserve the life of the leather and keep it 
soft and elastic. Of course, one should be careful what sort of! 
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dressing is used. Soap, rosin, tar and tallow should not be 
used atall. Even castor oil is criticised.’ Thedressing used 
in the two cases cited was Dixon's beit dressing and leather 
preservative, “which was the only article that would start the 
big driving belt used at the Paris Exposition in 1878, and keep 
it from slipping.”’ Circulars about the dressing will be sent to

“That one point lies with him. You will notice I said looks 
like a winner,” and the buyer continued, “ looking like a win- 
ner and being one are two different things. I told him I 
thought he had a good thing, better, in my opinion, than any- 
thing I had yet seen, but my private opinion and the opinion 
of the public are two entirely different things. When he has 
created a demand for that lock so that furniture men come and 
ask for it, then, and not until then, can I| afford to sellit. I 
know that they ask for other makes—locks that have won a 
reputation and have an established value. Well, that fellow 
doesn't yet understand why I won't buy his goods and push 
them. I can better afford to make a smaller profit on an ar- 
ticle that I know has won public favor, than get ‘stuck’ on 
one that promises a larger profit and looks like a winner, but 
fails to keep its, promises and whose looks have deceived me. 
To create a demand belongs to the inventor and manufacturer. 
To supply tne demand after it has been created belongs to the 
merchant. Other buyers may do the introducing of goods if 
they want to, but I have had enough of it. I prefer to use my 
energy to control the demand for goods of established merit.”

Springfield, Mass.—The Rubber Tire Wheel Co. have in- 
creased capital stock from $10,000 to $30,000. 


Transportation Rates for Twenty-Five Years. 


An article by Thomas L. Greene in the twenty-fifth year An- 
niversary Number of the AMERICAN GROCER shows that the all 
rail rate on grain from Chicago to New York, which was 70 
cents per hundred pounds in 1869, is but one-third that amount 
in 1894. The rate on live stock and dressed beef was 95 cents 
in 1872 and 45 cents in 1894. Dry goods from New York to 
San Francisco in 1860 paid $6.50 per 100 pounds and in 1894 
one-half that sum. Carloads of fruit from California to the At- 
lantic Seaboard cost $4.20 per 100 pounds in 1869 and $1 per 
100 pounds in 1894. Dry goods from New York to Chicago 
were charged $1.50 per 100 pounds in 1869, 75 cents in 1894. 
In 1869 the N. Y. C. R.R. averaged over 2 cents per ton per 
mile on all its traffic, while the average now is 7 mills per ton 
per mile; the Illinois Central charges have in like manner 
fallen from 2% cents to 9 mills per ton per mile, and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville from 3 3-1loto I cent. Ocean freights have 
fallen in equal measure. Wheat which paid 13 cents per bushel 
from New York to Liverpool in 1869 is now being carried for 
4% cents. Inventions, machinery and competition have done it.

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Will Help Build Good Roads. 


EDITOR HARDWARE: You well remember that some time 
since in your columns, I advocated that business men gener- 
ally interest themselves in better roads. I firmly believe that 
if all men of means would voluntarily tax themselves from five 
to fifty dollars each and every year for road improvement, the 
investment would pay a good round interest to all concerned. 
I have but little faith in any road improvement scheme unless 
it is backed up by the wideawake business men of the country. 
I think, too, that they are just the ones who ought to push the 
job, and shoulder the greater part of the expense, because no 
set of men would reap so large a benefit as would certainly be 
awarded to them. 

I stand ready at any time to be one of twenty who will agree 
to build at least one mile of good solid Democratic road, in 
each and every year, upon the highways leading out from this 
beautiful village, to the distance of from five to e‘ght miles. 
When business men see their country customers plodding over 
rough and muddy roads to get to town to do their shopping 
and milling, it does seem that if they had any “git” they 
would willingly and anxiously join hands and purses with our 
country cousins, and pass one undying resolve to build some 
up-to-date and commendable roads, and that “ right quick,” too. 

What have you to say to help the good and desirable work 
along? I have endeavored to set a praiseworthy example, dur- 
ing the past few months, by putting a lot of gravel upon the 
streets at my own individual expense of over fifty dollars. 

On August 3. 1894, nearly the whole of the business portion of 
our lovely burg was burned to the ground. The whole loss was 
about $160,000. To-day over one-half of the “ burnt district” 
has erected thereon fine brick and stone blocks that would be 
admired in any village or city in Michigan. Thirty-two of 
us were cleaned out, root and branch, Weall had to work like 
beavers to get some places to crawl into and do business. I 
don’t believe another set of people can be found that would 
have displayed more courage, determination and bull-dog te- 
nacity of purpose than ours have in rebuilding a burnt village. 
Our citizens are praised by one and all in their unfaltering and 
hard-working desire to erect new, desirable, pleasant and bet- 
ter business offices.

Most of these people have not 
used their stoves all through the summer. They have been 
using gas stoves. Their stoves get clogged up with soot. The 
grate cracks and the brick falls out. It keeps me in hot water 
at the beginning of every fall, and it takes me the rest of the 
season trying to square myself with my conscience.” 


A Speaking Watch. 


The London Standard says that a watchmaker at Geneva 
proposes to make a chronometer which will speak, instead of 
ringing the time, when the bottom is pressed. He has devoted 
a great deal of patient study to his invention, the speaking 
process being produced by means of a small revolving phono- 
graphic plate in which presses a small piece of steel. The vi- 


brations resulting give rise to words denoting the exact time, 
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On the perfection of inventions of this class—that is to say, of 
what may be called the curious rather than the useful order— 
much time and study are spent without, it appears to us, much 
compensating advantage. A speaking chronometer would cer- 
tainly be a curiosity in its line, but nothing more, since all most 
people want to know 1s the exact time, and whether they are 
apprised of the hour bv ringing or by words, matters little, 
The Geneva watchmaker is said to have grown wasted and 
worn in the pursuit of his hobby—the production of a perfect 
speaking time-piece which he has not yet succeeded in making,

What the Nation has Done in Twenty-five Years. 


During this period its debt per capita has been reduced from 
$64 43 to $12.55. a steady decrease which, in connection with 
increasing population, has made the burden of taxation com- 
paratively light. 

In 1869 the Government ‘paid in interest $3 32 for each in- 
habitant, while that charge in 1893 was only ¢hzrty-four cents. 
On the other hand, the sense of the nation’s obligation to the 
survivors or the Civil War was so great that the charge for 
pensions was increased from 78 cents per capita in 1869 to 
$2 37 in 1893. 

The net ordinary receipts of Uncle Sam in 1869 was $9 82 per 
Capita, against $6.91 in 1893.—Amerzcan Grocer. 


In the window of a Hardware store in Manchester, N. H., is 
a sight which attracts a great deal of attention. It is named 
the “Bicycle of 1895—weighs 14 pounds, 3 ounces.” The 
wheels are grindstones, the upright part of the frame spades, 
the connecting lower part axes, the upper part and seat a shovel, 
the fork a pitchfork on which were hung a large lantern with 
reflector, and an old-fashioned front door bell and a coiled 
spring; the treadles and handle bars were parts of machines 
that were in stock.

Pressed Steel Fence Posts. 

Herewith is shown the new Pressed Steel Fence Posts that 
are being placed upon the market by the Avery Stamping Co., 
Cleveland, Ohio. This company have been experimenting for 
a long time to see if they could not distribute steel “ into 
such shape as would make a light, stiff. strong, durable and 
low priced fence post, and the result of their experiments is 
exhibited by the cut herewith shown. These posts are made 
from sheet steel pressed into shape and afterwards coated with 
a non-corrosive compound for preventing rust, and the posts 
being tapered narrower at the top, make a very handsome ap- 
pearance, and their form is such that they have great rigid- 
ity. These posts can be driven into the ground, thus saving 
digging and filling, and frost does not raise them. The sim- 
plicity of the fastening, which is merely a staple inserted 
through the holes, and bent, allows the wires to expand and 
contract. The post being light and nesting, for shipping pur- 
poses, there is a great saving in freight, cartage and handling, 
but the most telling feature is the price. The principal rea- 
son that steel posts have not been more universally used 
heretotore has been that the metal was not properly distrib- 
uted, thereby requiring considerable more material which in- 
creased the weight and cost unnecessarily. These posts offer 
the same resistance to pressure in the ground as a wooden post 
of like size. They are particularly adapted for railway, farm

machine, adapted to meet the requirements of all classes of 
riders and convenient to operate. The front and rear wheels 
are built 22 and 20 inches in diameter, respectively, with 4-inch 
pneumatic tires, with non-puncturing strip between inner and 
outercover. We find that the 4-inch tire can be used with less 
pressure than is usually used, owing to the large diameter, 
giving the rider the full benefit of a very resilient tire. The 
surface presented to the ground when the machine is in oper- 
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ation is about 5 inches in width by 12 in length, giving surface 
sufficient so that it can be ridden over mud, sand, dust, and 
over rough roads. The power mechanism is simplicity itself, 
and is composed of two hot-air engines, one on either side of 
the rear wheel, constructed on the same lines as the railroad 
locomotive. Owing to the fact that the hot-air engines take 
pressure from but one end, the mechanism is more simple, and 
less likely to get out of order, than any known style of power- 
producing machines. The can in front of the operator carries 
the oil, which is conveyed through the frame to the cylinders 
of the engines, where it is mixed with air. Being ignited it 
expands the atmosphere and forces the plungers forward. It 
is an impossibility to have an explosion, or anything occur 
which is either harmful or unpleasant. It is an impossibility 
to run the machine until the passenger has taken his position 
in the saddle.”

Loss of the Lozier Bicycle Works. 


The extensive bicycle factory of the Lozier Mfg. Co.,Toledo,O., 
was completely destroyed by fire on the evening of November 
28th. The last of the five hundred employees had left the mam- 
moth structure but a short time before the alarm for the fire was 
sent in. The factory is nearly three miles from the centre of 
the city, so that when the first of the fire apparatus arrived on 
the scene the flames had control of the building. All but 
three of the eleven fire companies responded to the alarm, only 


to find, to their chagrin, that there were but two hydrants from 
which to take water. The two streams were inadequate to 
cope with the blaze, and half an hour after the alarm was given 
the factory was almost a complete ruin. The fire started in 
the ‘assembling ”’ room of the factory, and was caused by the 
explosion of a large tank of enamelling fluid. The loss is about 
$500,000 to $700,000, with insurance of $300,000. The destruc- 
tion of the factory comes at the time of its busiest season. 
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The company had, it is said, 25,000 wheels under way for next 
year’s trade. The general offices of the concern are in Cleve- 
land. 

The Lozier Mfg. Co., it is needless to say, have gone again 
to work with that great energy which was displayed in the 
creation of their works and the upbuilding of their business. 
(Inder date of November 30th, H. A. Lozier & Co., the Cleve- 
land end of the concern, issued the following circular state- 
ment : 

We are appreciative of the expressions of sympathy in the 
loss we have experienced in the destruction of our magnificent 
bicycle plant. Volumes of telegrams and letters have been re- 
ceived with the kindest of offers and expressions. While 
words are inadequate to express our grateful feelings, we desire 
to convey to our brother manufacturers, to our dealers and our 
many friends, our thanks for their whole-souled offers of assist- 
ance, encouragement and sympathetic expressions. While 
misfortune is ours at the very time we were to swing wide the 
gates for business of 1895, we beg to state that we shall replace 
our plant with equal or greater facilities than before, at as early 
a date as human energy, aided by abundant capital, is capable. 
Arrangements are already completed whereby we can promise 
Cleveland Wheels in sixty days; and, while deprived of an 
opportunity that was ours to present an elegant line of bicycle 
production for 1895 for the favorable consideration of the trade 
December Ist, we must crave the indulgence of our friends in 
this forced delay. We shall be in the market with the Cleve- 
land in the early months of 1895.

Pa., which were destroyed by fire some days since, are being re- 
built, and the company expect to be in shape and resume full 
Operation within the coming two months. 


Ata fire which occurred on November 23rd the wire nail 
works of Carnegie, Phipps & Co., Beaver Falls, Pa., were de- 
stroyed, at a loss of $100,000; which loss was fully covered by 
insurance. 


At a fire in Mount Olive, Mo., some evenings since, the wire 
fence factory of Edward Webber was destroyed, at a loss of 
$4000, 


The Giese Wire Mill, Dolgeville, N. Y., it is reported will 
soon resume operations, 
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Review of the Markets. 


Money: The two leading events of the past fortnight have 
been the successful placing of the issue of the United States 
bonds, and the reassembling of Congress. The issue of the 
bonds is taken by all financial minds to be only one of tem- 
porary relief, and it is felt that some measures must be taken 
by Congress to give permanent relief. This naturally will bea 
slow and tedious process. 

The meeting of Congress is of little concern. The session 
will be too short to accomplish much that would provoke dis- 
cussion, Then for three years comes a quiet spell to the gen- 
eral business man, as during that time neither party will have 
control of both the legislative and executive branches of the 
government, and legislation of a partisan and doubtful char- 
acter will be completely blocked. 

The rates for money are somewhat higher, owing to the 
withdrawal of current funds for the new loan. Sterling ex- 
change is higher, showing that foreigners care more for our 
wheat and cotton than they do for our bonds in the present 
condition of our currency. 

There is a good distribution of Hardware, but it is expected 
that it will now soon fall off, and travelers will straggle in from 
day to day until Christmas. Then the days of inventories will 
come along, and not much will be done before January 15th. 
Next year every one expects to get a fair living, at least. 

In the matter of prices, there seems to be little hope for im- 
provement. The price of iron is constantly shrinking, and as 
long as this goes on there can be no advance in prices. This 
is the reason why we are gradually obtaining a market for our 
wares in every section of the globe, and like our wheat and 
cotton, the foreigner generally makes the price. Shelf Hard- 
ware is selling very well in various sections of the country, 
while seasonable goods are in steady demand. In heavy Hard- 
ware trade is fair, but it must be remembered that there were 
no large building operations during the present season, and 
the demand for goods must remain limited until a change 
occurs in the undertaking of new enterprises. 

There is a good demand this season in various sections for 
oil and gas stoves from retail Hardwaremen, and the interest 
in this direction has grown in good proportions. In some sec- 
tions the sale of gas stoves is in the control of the gas 
companies, and little or no headway can be made under such 
a handicap. The gas company make the connection in such 
cases free of cost. 

In glass, demoralization has given way to a feeling of con- 
fidence among manufacturers and dealers, which has been 
caused by a decided improvement in actual consumption. 
Contrary to what was going on one month ago, the market is 
active, and stock has been scarce. A large demand comes 
from the East, where building operations are being carried on 
upon a large scale. Quotations are at 85@ 10% on the old list. 

In paints there is very little activity, and little is expected 
until next year. Mixed paints, as well as colors in oil, are slow. 
The trade 1n white lead is, as usual at this season, very light. 
Sales are small, and simply meeting daily needs. The competi- 
tion of the English and German corroders is mentioned as a fu- 
ture menace to the interest in this country. Red Lead is dull, 
German competition placing the market in an unsettled condi- 
tion. Litharge is dull, although tnere is considerable business in 
the way of delivery on old contracts. In barytes the demand is 
small, but production is light and prices are steady. In var- 
nish gums the situation is better, and the feeling is one of con- 
fidence. Linseed Oil is in fair demand, but the larger dealers 
are holding off for lower prices. 

In Wire Nails there is a good demand, with the placing of 
some large orders for next season. There is a better feeling 
among manufacturers, and they seem willing to run their fac- 
tories so as to make stock. The price at the mills is 85 cents, 
and $1.25 out of store in New York. 

The demand for Cut Nails is moderate, mostly due to the 
approach of the close of the year. 

Barb Wire is improving rapidly, and a fear is brewing that 
there will soon be a scarcity of stock, as there are indications 
the business next season will be of large proportions, 
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There is some improvement in carriage bolts, while chisels 
have developed considerable weakness. 

Metals: Iron is in better demand, but there is a sharp 
cutting of prices still going on. Tin is still on the downward 
grade, there being a bull and bear contest in London, much to 
the detriment of values. Copper is dull, the demand being 
light, and so far as can be ascertained, there are no large or- 
ders placed for next year. Lead is dull, the offerings being 
light, with also a light demand. There is not much confidence 
in the future of the market. Spelter is dull, with lower prices. 
In antimony there is a fair demand. 

The prices quoted below are for small lots. Round lots, ex- 
cept Tobin Bronze, can be purchased at lower prices : 
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Clapp & Co., bankers and brokers, New Y wine say in one of 
their recent weekly circulars with regard to wheat: ‘‘ Wheat. — 
English markets practically control wheat values the world 
over. Liverpool has now about the smallest supply of any 
Thanksgiving day in a score of years. One-eighth of the Eng- 
lish crop may be fed to live stock, and is unfit for bakers’ uses. 
Reported only one cargo of wheat has arrived off the English 
coast for sale to Great Britain during the past fourteen days, 
and apparently their stock and supplies are reaching the dan- 
ger line. Their farmers’ deliveries are nearly one-third less 
since August Ist than in the same time in 1893. The European 
visible is decreasing at a season when it ordinarily increases. 
Russia’s crop is reported 88,000,000 bushels less than in 1893. 
Black Sea ports stocks are small. Recently they have been 
shipping Europe about one-half her supplies. America shipped 
the United Kingdom about 4o per cent. of weekly require- 
ments. Indiaand Australia have fallen away behind in exports 
as compared with former years. Many think the Argentine 
has reached her topmast rung as an exporter for years to come, 
and will no longer be a prominent factor in depressing values. 
The combined crops of cereals and coarse grains in the world 
in 1894 are much less than in 1893, the deficiency being in corn. 
We believe increased consumption by live stock the world 
over is equalling about 7 per cent. of the wheat crop grown ; 
that the American consumption by hogs and other live stock 
is from 12% to 18 per cent. of the crop grown. Prices the 
world over average about 40 per cent. less than in 1891. Mod- 
ern methods appear equalizing the consumption of all food 
stuffs for man and beast. This may destroy the value of old 
statistical methods, and prevent increased supplies of cheap 
grain that can be turned into meats profitably. The world’s 
visible usually reaches its maximum about January Ist. In 
1892 the gain from November I to January 1, 1893, was about 
41,000,000 bushels, same time in 1893 only about 11,000,000 
bushels. We expect to see the American visible gain weekly 
until about Christmas, and the English visible to show no in- 
crease for some weeks to come.” 


THE CHICAGO TRADE. 

For Chicago and near-by territory, we are glad to report 
quite an improvement in the volume of business since our last 
letter, and also quite a decided improvement in the general 
feeling of the trade. The election is now a matter of the past, 
and people have had time enough to get over the surprised 
feeling at the extent of the change in popular feeling during 
the last two vears. From numerous talks with customers we 


gather that the feeling among the trade is one of returning 
confidence ; everybody now looking forward to a good busi- 
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ness for the coming year, which they now, as a rule we think, 
expect to commence rather earlier than usual. In fact, present 
indications point to less interruption in business during the 
slow winter months than usual. Stocks are so extremely light 
all throughout the country, and people have been ordering 
goods in such a hand-to-mouth fashion, that very few sales 
suffice to exhaust stocks and make further orders necessary. 
This method of transacting business, while it has undoubtedly 
been a necessity for the trade during the last year or year and 
a half, has been very trying indeed for the jobbers and manu- 
facturers, as it necessitates the handling of a great many or- 
ders of small proportions, the expense of handling these orders 
being fully as great as would be the expense of handling those 
amounting to 50per cent. more. We hope for a change in this 
feature cf the business, and in fact think there is actually some 
improvement in this direction.

THE DAVENPORT TRADE. 

Water was let into the Hennepin Canal on November 29th 
for the first time, the event being appropriately celebrated. 

Many traveling salesmen came home to eat Thanksgiving 
turkey and to renew acquaintance with their families and 
friends. 

Manufacturers’ representatives, who visit us, say that future 
orders are placed cautiously, and with more reserve than usual. 
Another effort to arrange for a more satisfactory way of mark- 
eting barb wire has failed, and prices have again dropped, in 
consequence ; buyers are taking advantage of this demoralized 
condition, and are placing orders freely for prospective wants. 
Price of wire nails remains ruinously low, and sales are light, 
even at present figures. 

It is to be hoped that the unusual conditions of the present 
season may not be repeated, and that the experiences of the 
last few months, producing commercial convulsions, may pre- 
vent, in future, any sudden and absolute changes in the policy 
of this government. Changes are not always an improvement ; 
sudden changes have proved disastrous. 

The result of the annual inventories will show small, if any 
profits, occasioned by the great shrinkage in values, small stock 
of goods, only a fair amount of book accounts, very few bills re- 
ceivable, and more cash on hand than usual. | 

Considering the very low prices now ruling, the small stocks 
of goods in store, and the abundant supply of money, it would 
seem that a large trade must be done the coming season.

THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE, 

As the end of the year approaches, trade in staple goods 
slackens somewhat and holiday goods take their place; and 
sleds, cutlery, skates and fancy goods are now in good demand, 
although a couple of weeks of sharp cold weather would ma- 
terially help trade in all lines of goods. 

Jobbers are now overhauling their stocks, preparatory to the 
usual stock taking, and it is safe to say the wholesale stocks 
are lighter than in many years, and as full stocks are now 
almost unknown (so manufacturers tell us), should there be a 
sudden increase, the demand would probably make a scarcity 
of goods, which is a “consummation devoutly to be wished.” 

Prices are in a waiting condition, as manufacturers and 
buyers alike are waiting to see what turn things will take. 
Some manufacturers report greatly increased trade during the 
past two months, but this seems to be somewhat uneven, as 
from other quarters we hear complaints of light trade. 

Wire Nails and Barbed Wire have probably reacned their 
lowest quotations, and factories are very loth to take orders 
except for prompt shipment. There is alsosome talk of higher 
prices in the Wire market, and all wire goods are firmer in 
consequence. There seems to be a growing disposition to use 
net prices, and two or three manufacturess have issued, or are 
about to issue, their prices hereafter in net figures instead of 
lists and discount. There are some reasons why this should 
prove of benefit all around. Many retailers find their custom- 
ers are educated up to the list and expect to buy their goods at 
a discount; as a result the dealer is compelled to sell odd 
goods on the same narrow percentage of profit as staples, and 
while he may be content to sell an eight-inch Strap Hinge 
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(which is sold every day) at a close price, he certainly should 
not be expected to sell an Extra Heavy T Hinge, 14-inch, of 
which he may only sell one pair in a year, on the same 
close margin. Goods which are sold infrequently should pay a 
better profit than those which are sold every day, and this will 
probably be a decided help to all classes of trade from the 
manufacturer down. 

Collections are up to the average, although as the end of the 
year approaches, the annual inventory will probably reveal to 
sonie merchants that they are not so well off as they supposed, 
and in such times as we have had for the last eighteen months 
it is certainly incumbent that every man should know how he 


stands.

THE CLEVELAND TRADE. 

As we are approaching the end of the year, it is quite natural 
to look back and meditate somewhat upon the conditions that 
have ruled during the past twelve months. It is not a very 
agreeable task, as the early part of the year presented very little 
that was cheerful, 

The depression in business that started in the middle of 
1893, continued in full force until the middle of 1894. Since 
that time the records of almost, if not all, dealers will show 
that there has been an improvement. It can hardly be calleda 
real recovery, but simply a state of convalescence, accompanied 
by the firm conviction that the hour for final dissolution has 
been postponed indefinitely. 

It is rather refreshing to turn from the contemplation of such 
an uninviting field to the future that looms before us. We can 
already notice that general confidence is being restored, and a 
conviction settling upon the minds of men that the times will 
be better; that the unemployed will find a vocation; that 
mills now running in a half hearted way will be crowded to 
their utmost capacity, and that al] the present unrest and dis- 
tress will have vanished as a factor in our daily life. 

We share this confidence with the community at large, and 
believe that during 1895 we will see such a material improve- 
ment over our records of 1894. that we shall have new life given 
to us, and new energy to prosecute our daily business. Ac- 
companied by this hope is also a conviction that we have 
touched upon an era of low prices, with very little hope of their 
recovery, to a point anywhere near that of three or four 
years ago. 

Many causes are responsible for this, and it would be a wise 
man indeed who could define positively just what has brought 
it all about. The great staples of Hardware, that is, Wire and 
Nails, continue very low in price, although quite firm at 
the present prices, and we believe that bottom has been 
reached. 

It would take very little legitimate demand to stiffen prices 
now ruling considerably, and we believe that the buyers who 
postpone purchasing until after January, will probably pay a 
premium for their delay. Stocks of merchandise in the hands 
of jobbers and in that of retail dealers, are very small indeed, 
and the moment there is the first movement toward accumu- 
lating stocks, such as are carried in ordinarily good times, it 
must give an impetus to prices that cannot possibly be resisted. 
We do not care how scon it ccmes, and believe that we have 
the full sympathy of all dealers in this opinion. 

We wish al] your readers a Merry Christmas and Happy New 
Year, as we shall] have no opportunity of greeting them again 
before those anniversaries roll around.

THE BALTIMORE TRADE. 

A celebrated English writer of the last century, compared 
Experience to the stern lights of a vessel, which illuminate 
only the track over which it has passed. This truth forces 
itself upon usto-day. Viewed in the experience of past years 
the month of December has usually ushered in a poor be- 
numbed sort of trade, with scarcely any excuse for existence— 
taken in out of the cold to save it from being frost-bitten. 
Such 1s the picture of past years, which experience portrays, 
This season presents a pleasing contrast. There is a fair bus- 
iness being done, comparing favorably with the best days of 
November. A healthy, steady demand, not on holiday gocds 
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alone, nor even strictly winter goods, but fair quantities of 
shelf and staple Hardware seems the rule. A sharp cold snap 
might stimulate sales on certain lines, but when one stops 
to think of the suffering it must entail on the unemployed, it 
seems a merciful Providence “has tempered the winds” for 
these poor unfortunates. Locally speaking, Baltimore to-day 
has fewer unemployed than this time last year. Many of the 
works along the water front, which had closed down during 
the depression, have resumed and are running fulltime. The 
rapid transit railway companies, in the construction of new 
roads, absorbed much of the laboring talent. So much for 
Our Own section. 

Carefully reviewing the outlook in the South we fird, not- 
withstanding the low price of cotton, much that offers en- 
couragement. For the first time in her history, she is ship- 
ping corn to the North. It has been the general belief that 
the agricultural condition of the Southern States was de- 
pendent on the cotton crop alone for profit and prosperity. 
Whatever foundation there may have been in the past for such 
belief, the experience of this year certainly proves otherwise. 
Not only has she raised enough corn for her own use (and her 
requirements of this cereal are large), but she has produced a 
surplus for sale outside of her limits. This is a step in the 
right direction. 

Another factor presents itself which cannot be overlooked— 
the number of cotton mills which have started up in the South. 
Owing to lack of capital and skilled labor, heretofore, only 
the coarser grades of goods were manufactured. To-day 
many of the finer fabrics are being turned out. The growth of 
these mills, the quality of their product and the surety of a 
firm hold on the market, augurs well for theif future prosper- 
ity. One of the best indications of this faith in the future 
of the South was shown last week. Did you notice how 
eagerly the securities of the Southern Railway Co. were 
bought up by a foreign syndicate, while gilt-edge bonds of 
more apparent value were slighted? As trees are fructified by 
their own broken branches and fallen leaves, so has the New 
South out of its past failures and blasted hopes, arisen in a 
new garb—stronger of limb—with every promise of bearing 
good fruit. 

With the opening of the new year, we look for a decided 
revival ail along the line. Not so much in the way of prices, 
but in volume of business, judged from the general condition 
of depleted stocks. We would not, if we could, rehabilitate 
staples into their old position of false values. The folly of 
high prices being concurrent with high wages has been pretty 
well exploded. A fair article at a fair price is more satisfac- 
tory all around, both to the manufacturer who produces the 
article and the consumer who uses it. The one can retire at 
night without his conscience accusing him of extortion—the 
other can make his purchases without encroaching on his 
bank reserve. 

In conclusion, there are a few words we would like to add. 
Several months ago the writer was very favorably impressed by 
an editorial in HARDWARE advocating the formation of a Na- 
tional Hardware Association. The call was timely, and prom- 
ises to bear fruit. During the past week we are in receipt of 
an invitation to attend such a meeting in a prominent city of 
the West. Coming from the source it does, it carries with it 
the conviction of success.
